SEOUL, May 20 .UP)—One 
prisoner of war was killed, 85 
were injured and one Allied sol- © 
dier hurt today when guards 
broke up a riot by “fanatical” 
Communist prisoners near Pusan. 

At the same time it was dis- 
closed that a “sit-down strike” 
by Korean prisoners, doctors and 
attendants in the main prisoner- 
of-war hospital on Koje island 
had been broken without violence. 

Trouble flared in the Pusan 
camp when prisoners described 
as “Communist agitators” tried | 
to prevent segregation of 'prison- | 
ers for medical treatment.

When police arrived, the raid- 
ers fled, although a few were 
caught and. handcuffed tempo- 
rarily to hold.them on the spot: 
No arrests were made. 

The men students marched to 
another section of the campus, 
but their arrival there coincided 
with the arrival of police.

3 RAIL UNIONS 
STUDY PROPOSAL 
OF STEELMAN TD 
END DISPUT 


Companies Accept It — 
Provision for 22. and 
37-Cent Wage Boosts 

Included — Working} 


Rules Altered. 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP)— 
‘Three big railroad unions today 
studied a settlement plan the 
White House hopes will end a 
three-year dispute on the nation’s 
railroads. | 

Representatives of the railroads 
and of the engineers, firemen and 
conductors, with a combined mem- 
bership of more than 150,000, 
were handed the contract propo- 
sal by presidential assistant John 
R. Steelman yesterday afternoon. 
The railroads accepted it quickly. 

Union representatives went 
back to the White House today 
for a joint meeting with Steelman 
and carrier officials. The union 
leaders said they wanted a better 
understanding of some points. 

The unions have agreed to act 
as one in either accepting or re- 
jecting the proposal. There were 
indications a final answer might 
be delayed. 

Detailed Proposals. 

Steelman’s proposal, submitted 
on a_ take-it-or-leave-it basis, 
would do these things: 

1. Increase wages for men in 
yard service by 37 cents an 
hour, of wihch 12% cents is al- 
deay being paid under Gédv- 
ernment seizure. 

2. Boost wages for men who 
work on the open road—that is, 

/not in the yards—by 22% cents 
an hour, five cents of which is 
already in effect under Gov- 
ernment seizure. , 

3. Give the train unions sub- 
stantially what they wanted on 
a highly controversial working 
or operating rule _ involving 
crews which take a train 
theough a divisional point. A 
change in this rule demanded 
by the carriers was described 
by union officials as the major 
obstacle to settlement. 

The unions said that if the 
carrier demand went into effect 
workers in many cases would 
have to travel twice as far and 
move their homes to new term- 
inals. The carriers had wanted 
any disputes over interdivisional 
runs automatically submitted to 
binding arbitration. But the 
Steelman proposal does not in- 
clude a provision to that effect 
and substantially meets .union 
demands, 

4. Lay the groundwork for a 
five-day, 40-hour work week for 
men in the yards, who now 
work 48 hours. The 40-hour 
week would take effect on three 
months’ notice by the unions, 
provided a neutral referee ap- 
pointed by President Truman 
decided enough manpower was 
available to meet management 
requirements. 

A four-cent pay boost would 
go to all men switching from a 
48 to a 40-hour week when 
the change is made. This four 
cents would be in addition to 
the basic 37-cent wage boost 
for all yardmen. 

5. Put into effect a cost-of- 
living escalator clause, tying 
' wages to the cost of living. 
Wages would go up or down one 
cent each three months for each 
one point change in the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics . cost-of-liv- 
ing index. 

6. Submit to binding arbitra- 
tion any disputes over the fol- 
lowing two operating rules: the 
rule governing pay for men on 
a train which is assigned more 
than one type of work at the 
same time; and the rule under 
which a railroad may extend 
its switching limits. 

7. Give the unions substan- 
tially, but not quite, all they 
wanted on a rule governing pay 
for workers told to report 
late for work because their 
trains are late .This is called 
the reporting-for-duty rule. 

Inability of railroad labor and 
management to get together on 
these hotly disputed operating 
rules, rather than disagreement 
over wages, has been the main 
reason the long dispute was not 
settled months ago. 

Wage Boosts Retroactive. 

Steelman said part of the wage 
boosts would be retroactive to 
October 1950. He estimated each 
employe would receive between 
$600 and $1100 in back pay and 
that retroactivity would cost the 
carriers more than $100,000,000. 

President Truman seized the 
roads in August, 1950, to avert a 
strike. The three unions, follow- 
ing a three-day strike last March, 
have been working under a no- 
strike court order. 

A fourth operating union, the 
brotherhood of railroad trainmen, 
settled its contract dispute a year 
ago. The fight over the interdi- 
visional run rule in that case was 
resolved by union acceptance of 
binding arbitration. The three 
other unions refused to accept 
this. 

Aside from that significant fact, 
the Steelman proposal is much the 
same as the settlement the train- 
men agreed to. 

Steelman’s proposal brings the 
rail dispute nearer peaceful set- 
tlement than it has been since 
December, 1950, when ali four 
unions tentatively accepted a 
peace plan he offered them. Lead- 
ers signed the proposal, but days 
later their union memberships re- 
jected it. 

Should the unions now accept 
the latest Steelman plan, the 
roads almost certainly would be 
returned to their private owners 
at once.

TRUMAN SIGNS BILL 
BOOSTING MILITARY 
PAY, ALLOWANCES 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP)— 
President Truman has signed the 
bill increasing pay and allowances 
in the military services by nearly 
haif a billion dollars a year. 

The White House announced 
the signing today. It came in 
time for the rises tc necome ef- 
fective with this month’s pay 
vouchers. Truman had until the 
end of the month to sign the bill. 
Intended to help offset higher 
living ccests, the increases range 
from $3 monthly for privates and 
seamen to $65 for two-star gener- 
They apply to 
about 3,500,000 active as well as 
retired personnel. 

In the final version of the legis- 
lation, there was no provision, 
such as the Senate once voted, to 
give an extra $45 monthly to men 
who are fighting in or have fought 
in Korea. This may be taken up 
later under a separate measure. 
The pay increase bill calls for 
a flat rise of 4 per cent in base 
pay of all personnel and an in- 
crease of 14 per cent in allow- 
ances for food and rental. 

For enlisted personnel with de- 
pendents, the monthly increase in 
pay and allowances would range 
from, $13 to $19.

members, Senator Milton R. 
Young (Rep.), North Dakota. 

Young, presiding at a public 
hearing of the commission here 
yesterday, advanced a general- 
ized proposal for an official com- 
mission made up entirely of rep- 
resentatives of these states in the 
basin. It will be appointed by 
the governors of the’ 10 basin 
states, subject to confirmation by | 
the state legislatures. 

Since any such administrative 
body would be dealing mainly 
with facilities created by the Fed- 
eral Government, with federal 
funds, the selection of its mem- 
bers might also require confirma- 
tion by the United States Sen- 
ate, Young suggested. 

Details Not Worked Out. 

The Senator has not worked out 
any detailed scheme but offered 
this idea in the course of discus- 
sion before the survey commission 
which seermned to be pointing the 
way toward a serious effort to find 
an acceptable compromise  be- 
tween’ extremes in form of basin 
resource management. 

Young, one of the sponsors of 
the long-pending bill in Congress 
for a Missouri Valley Authority, 


=! told the Post-Dispatch he did not 
-|contemplate federal membership 


on the type of planning and oper- 
ating commission he suggested. 


His suggestion arose as he ques- 
tioned a spokesman for the North | 
Dakota Reclamation Association 
and the North Dakota Farm Bu- | 
reau, both of which oppose a Val- | 
ley authority and advocate the 
present unofficial Interagency 
method of operation. 

However, he drew from this 
spokesman agreement that an ad- 
ministrative body with official 
representation for the states 
would be an improvement over 
the present unofficial group of 
federal and state representatives 
in Interagency. 

U.S. Approval Doubtful. 


Some persons familiar with the 
situation are of the opinion that 
it would be difficult, if not im- 
possible, to get congressional ap- 
proval of an agency for the basin 
without official federal represen- 
tation since the huge cost is be- 
ing born largely by federal 
coffers. 

Another officer of the North 
Dakota Reclamation Association 
inveighed against the valley au- 
‘thority and expressed approval in 
‘principal of some of Young's 
‘ideas. This witness called for a 


| basin commission with a paid 


member from each state and with 


representatives, of appropriate fed- | 


eral agencies ‘designated in ad-, 
visory capacity. 

He urged giving these commis- 
sioners from the states terms of | 


six or eight years to assure con- 
tinuity of service and freedom of 
the vagaries of politics. He 
thought this was preferable to 
any effort to give the present 
extra-legal Missouri Agency Com- 
mittee legal status as. co-ordina- 
tor of basin work.

I- IS a real pleasure for me to be here today, and to join in 


Academy at West Point 150 years ago. 


This academy was started dur- 
ing Thomas Jefferson’s first term 
as President. The United States at 
that time was relatively small and 
weak, and surrounded by dangers. 
We had just fought a limited and 
undeclared war with France to 
protect the freedom of our com- 
merce and shipping. We were en- 
gaged in fighting another limited 
and undeclared war with the Bar- 
bary pirates for the same purpose. 
| Jefferson, like Washington and 
Hamilton and other leaders of our 
young republic, knew very well 
that a strong military establish- 
ment was vital to the preservation 
of American liberty. And these 
patriot leaders knew also that you 
cannot have effective military 
forces unless you have well- 
trained, well-prepared officers. 
They all knew how Washington 
had to struggle and experiment 
all through the Revolution to find 
officers who could take troops 
into battle and lead them to vic- 
tory. That was why they wanted 
a military academy, as an essen- 
tial part of a strong, permanent 
national defense organization. 


20 Years of Argument. 

But there was a great deal of 
opposition to starting a military 
academy in this country. It took 
20 years of argument and persua- 
sion after the revolution was over 
before the academy could be 
started. And it was finally start- 
ed largely because Jefferson took 
the position that if the Congress 
didn’t authorize a military acad- 
emy, he would set one up himself. 

The argument over establishing 
a military academy was part and 
parcel of the argument over 
whether the United States should 
have strong national defenses. 
That argument has continued, of 
course, right down to the present 
day, and much of the debate after 
the revolution has a very modern | 
sound. | 

There were a Jot of people in| 
this country in 1800 who were 
afraid that setting up a military 
academy and an Army and Navy 
would make us belligerent and 
war-like. You can hear echoes of 
that point of view today in the 
debate over universal military 
training. 

There were a lot of other peo- 
ple in 1800 who said that a strong 
national defense would cost too 
much: that we couldn’t afford it, 
and we ought to find some magic; 
formula for achieving security 
without having to pay for it. 
That point of view is not only 
echoed today—it is loudly shout- 
ed in the newspapers and the halls 
of Congress. 

Thankful for Foresight. 

Fortunately, those arguments 
did not prevail against the hard- 
headed common sense of men like 
Jefferson. The military academy 
was set up; and this country has 
had occasion to be thankful many 
times since then that our early 
leaders had so much foresight. 

The military academy has re- 
paid this country many times over 
for every cent it has cost. We 


have learned from experience 
that, while it may be expensive to 
maintain a strong national de- 


we have allowed our armed forces 
to dwindle down to a fraction of 
what they should have been, and 
then we have had to pay enor- 
mously—in money and in lives— 
because of our lack of prepared- 
ness. And there are people right 


now who want us to relax and cut 
down on our defense program. 
They are just as wrong as they 
can be. We have got to pay the 


cost of preventing a world war— 
or we will surely have to pay the | 
immensely greater cost of fight-. 
ing one. | 

The other fear of the early op-| 
ponents of the military academy 
has also proved groundless. Our, 
country has never become warlike 
or aggressive. 

This is partly because our 
Constitution nailed down so 
firmly the principle of civilian 
control over the military. The 
most important means by which 
this was done was by providing 
in the Constitution that the 
President, who is the civilian 
head of the government elected 
by the people, shall be the 
commander-in-chief of all the 
military forces. Many Presi- 
dents, including the present one, 
have demonstrated that those 
words in the Constitution mean 
what they say. 

But, in addition to this, the 
spirit of our people has never 
been warlike. Our people came to 
this country to find peace and 
freedom. That is what we have 
always wanted. That is what we 
want now, and that is what our 
national policy is designed to pre- 
serve. 

Working for Peace. 

But there is a vast difference 
between being peaceful and being 
passive. We want to achieve 


peace. But we know we can’t have 


it unless we are willing to stand ! 


up for our rights. ; 
We know we can’t have lasting 


peace unless we work actively |# 
and vigorously to bring about con- |£ 


ditions of freedom and justice in 
the world. That is what we are 
trying to do. And we are having 
to do it in the face of a con- 
certed campaign of threats and 
gabotage and outright aggression 
directed by the Soviet Union. 
The policies of the Soviet Un- 
fon are exactly the opposite of 
our own. We want to establish 
equality and justice and the rule 
of law among all nations. They 
want to establish domination and 
dictatorship and the rule of force 


over all countries, This makes our , 


SI 


situation—the situation of all free 


nations—difficult and dangerous 
in the extreme. But I am firmly 
convinced that it does not nec- 


essarily mean world war. 


The free countries can, by 
proper and adequate defense 
measures, make clear to the 
Kremlin that aggression would 
be doomed to failure. : 


And the free nations can, by 
economic and political means, 
build up their strength so as 
to be safe from Communist infil- 
tration and subversion. 

But strong and active as we 
may he, we cannot avoid risks 
and sacrifices. They are inherent 
in the situation and we cannot 
wish them out of existence. The 
course of events is not completely 
in our own control. 


Aggression Met in Korea. 


In Korea, we had no choice | 
but to meet armed aggression | 
with military force. If we had 
not met aggression head on, the 


United Nations Charter would 
have been reduced to a scrap 
of paper. If Communist aggres- 
sion had been allowed to succeed 
in Korea, the Communist con- 
quest of all Asia would have been 
simply a matter of time. If the 
United Nations had failed, and 
Asia had fallen, we would have 
been well on the way to a disinte- 
gration of freedom in the whole 
world. 


But that did not happen. The 
valor and sacrifice of United 
States fighting men — together 
with the forces of the Republic of 
Korea and contingents from 15 
other countries—has beaten the 
aggressors back within their own 
territory. Our Army, led in large 
part by men trained here at West 
Point, has done a superb job. 
From the time our men were first 
sent into action, in the gallant 
rearguard defense down to the 
Pusan perimeter—from then right 
up to the present time, the United 
States Army in Korea has been 
magnificent. And the men who 
have fought with them, from the 
Air Force, the Navy, and the 
Marine Corps,, and from the 
armed forces of other free coun- 
tries, have been just as brave and 
effective. 


Last June, 11 months ago, 
the badly battered Commun- 
ists offered to confer about a 
military armistice in Korea. We 
were willing to conclude such 
an armistice. We still are. We 
don’t want any more fighting 
than is absolutely necessary. 
But we were not interested, 
and we are not interested now, 
in any armistice that involves 
selling out the principles we 
are fighting for. 


Patiently and- skillfully, Gen. 
Ridgway and his negotiating 
team, headed by Adm. Joy, have 
worked to bring about an effec- 
tive armistice. They have done a 


masterful job in the face of great | 


provocation. They have met 
threats, and abuse, and outright 
lies, all with great self control 
and an unyielding insistence on 
the essentials of a just and hon- 


| orable armistice. 
fense, it is much more expensive | 
not to have one. Time and again, | 


Gradually, the Communists 
have come to realize that we 
will not sacrifice our principles 
to obtain an armistice. We do 
not know whether they will fi- 
nally agree on an honest and 
workable armistice. So far, 
they have agreed to some of the 
points that must be covered. 
They have agreed that the armi- 
stice line across Korea should 
be a defensible military line 
determined by the location of 
the opposing forces. They have 
agreed that no reinforcements 
shall be brought into Korea by 
either side during the armistice. 
They have agreed that an in- 
spection commission shall ob- 
serve the carrying out of the 
armistice terms—and are ap- 
parently willing to withdraw 
their requests that the Soviet 
Union should be one of the in- 
specting nations. 


Up to now, however, the Com- 
munists have not agreed on a fair 
and proper exchange of prisoners 
of war.

‘America too Race Conscious ? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
It is gratifying to observe that the 
majority of newspapers no longer sen- 
sationally stress in headlines the term 
“‘Negro” whenever a member of the 
race is implicated in crime. 
While this form of “typographical 
Yynching” is not now generally prac- 
ticed, there are publishers and editors 
who invariably persist in specifically 
indicating in news columns that the 
wrongdoer is a Negro. No other ethnic 
group, under similar circumstances, is 
60 similarly smeared. 
_* I could cite many striking examples, 
culled from the daily press, which, in 
my opinion, are an unwarranted and 
unnecessary accent of racial identity, 
giving the, public a false, exaggerated 
impression on racial behavior in gen- 
eral.

“It took a federal court jury 45 min- 
utes to convict four members of a dope 
ring described by the Government as 
the largest in Harlem. All are Negroes.”

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The bond issue proposed by Mayor Darst in 
his annual message to the Board of Aldermen 
is a needed reminder that St. Louis cannot 
stand pat on things as they are. The city is 
growing older and bigger. So old facilities must 
be repaired, and new facilities must be provided. 
The alternatives are progress or decay. 

The Mayor gave the Aldermen a list of some 
of the city’s needs: a hospital for the chronical- 
ly ill at Jefferson Barracks, a new wing for Koch 
Hospital, more beds for Homer G. Phillips Hos- 
pital, more health centers, more parks, a new 
police and fire alarm system, street improve- 
ments and s0 on. 

But he was not quite specific enough—even 
though he did call for bonds totaling more than 
$67,000,000. Some of the projects he mentioned 
were covered by the 1944 postwar bond issue. 
Those projects were considered in the nature 
of “made work” to ease an anticipated period 
of unemployment. The unemployment did not 
develop so the citizens’ committee did not au- 
thorize the actual issuance of these bonds. 

Yet since many of the projects represent de- 
ferred maintenance work, they cannot be kept 
on the shelf indefinitely. Certain bridge repairs 
and street projects, for example, must be under- 
taken. What is needed is a new study of these 
projects, especially in view of the rise in costs 
since 1944. In some cases, Mr. Darst has raised 
the original figures. But did he do so on the 
basis of engineering studies, or did he just make 
a good, rough guess? 

Other projects on the Mayor's list are new. 
In general, they commend themselves to the 
citizen interested in the sound development of 
his community. But it would help if these pro- 
posals were described in more detail. 


For example, the cost of the proposed Jeffer- 
son Barracks hospital is not even estimated. The 
Mayor also recommended another $20,000,000 in 
bonds for expressway projects. But considering 
the current disagreement on expressways, just 
where and how would this money’ be used? 


Further, is the Mayor’s list really an adequate 
compilation of all repairs and improvements 
necessary or desirable in the years immediately 
ahead? Or should the list be expanded? This 
is not the easiest of times for winning approval 
for greater public indebtedness. So it would be 
a mistake to go to the voters with a series of 
bond proposals, and then find in a few months 
that other proposals also should have been made. 

The Mayor’s intentions are good. He is push- 
ing housing developments under way and 
planned; and he points out that better housing 
must be accompanied by other urban improve- 
ments. But would it not be wise in this con- 
nection to employ a device used with great 
success here in St. Louis in the past? Would it 
not be wise to bring together a new citizens’ 
bond committee? 

Such a committee could make a careful sur- 
vey of the city’s needs. It could weigh their 
relative urgency. It could measure their cost 
against the city’s prospective income. In short, 
it could prepare a rational program which 
would have the best possible chance of public 
approval. We doubt whether the Mayor and the 
Aldermen—without the benefit of public par- 
ticipation in their planning—could make nearly 
as great a contribution to municipal progress. 
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To Blame for a Hate-Monger 

Joseph P. Kamp’s smear campaign against 
Gen. Eisenhower might have been expected in 
view of his record as a hate-monger. But 
it is a discredit to men of more importance who 
have let Kamp use them and, using them, wield 
by proxy an influence he never could have 
earned on his own account. They should have 
no part in raising anti-Semitic prejudice against 
the General or any one else. 

Among those who have given aid and comfort 
to Kamp, one way or another, according to the 
Anti-Defamation League, are Charles M. White, 
president of Republic Steel Corp., Representa- 
tive Clare Hoffman of Michigan, and Gen. R. E. 
Wood, chairman of the board of Sears Roebuck 
& Co. 

In its book, “A Measure of Freedom,” the 
League says: “Kamp has succeeded in deceiving 
a greater number of important people... than 
the crude Gerald L. K. Smith... regarding his 


~ yeal nature and true purpose.” What do those 


important people think of themselves now for 
building up the pro-fascist, anti-Semitic Kamp? 
What do they think of his vicious vilification 
of Gen. Eisenhower?

Why Planning Is Weak 

Anybody who wonders why planning is weak 
in many urban communities can find the answer 
in County Supervisor Matthews’ action on the 
Daniel Boone Expressway route. 

it is not surprising that Mr. Matthews should 
oppose the route through Clayton and University 
City suggested by the State Highway Depart- 
ment. In this he reflects local opinion in those 
communities. 

The point is that Mr. Matthews has made up 
his mind without waiting to hear from the 
County Planning Commission, which has been 
holding exhaustive hearings on the subject for 
some weeks. What good does it do to have a 
planning commission if county officials do not 
take its recommendations into consideration? 

It is, of course, quite possible that the planning 
commission will in the end come to the same 
conclusion that Mr. Matthews has reached, in 
favor of routing the Daniel Boone Expressway 
south of Forest Park. For that matter, Mr. 
Matthews and other county officials are under 
no obligation to accept the commission’s views 
whatever they may turn out to be. 

But if planning as a tool of local government 
is to amount to anything, the planning point of 
view ought at least to be taken into consider- 
ation—which means that county officials ought 
not to pronounce major decisions on such ques- 
tions as the routing of highways until the plan- 
ning commission, having studied all the evidence, 
recommends what ought to be done from the 
standpoint of sound planning. 
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Influence Defined 


The new tax revision bill is an excellent exam- 
ple of how Congress can use its investigative 
power to write needed legislation. 

In its long inquiry, the King subcommittee 
heard plenty about influence peddlers in tax 
evasion cases. So the committee wrote into the 
bill a specific definition of improper use of in- 
fluence in tax cases and proposed to make this a 
crime. 

The committee also heard that three contribu- 
tors to the Democratic party had charged off 
their party “loans” as bad debts. The bill would 
prohibit such evasion. It should also curb the 
kind of “loans” made by Senator Bridges to 
favored Republican primary candidates in Cali- 
fornia and North Dakota. 

Henry W. (The Dutchman) Grunewald listed 
large sums of his income under such general 
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headings that the committee could not determine 
the origin. The bill would let the Revenue Bu- 
reau demand fuller details on sources of income. 
Point after point, the new measure answers 
specific findings by the Congressmen who wrote 
it. Congress should find that the evidence of the 
long inquiry fully justifies such legislation. 
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Dubious Diplomat — 


Americans for Democratic Action and Senator 
Kefauver have urged President- Truman to in- 
vestigate the fitness of William O’Dwyer. So 
far the President has seemed as reluctant to do 
anything about his envoy to Mexico as O’Dwyer 
was to do anything about corruption in New 
York City. 

New York had no sooner pensioned off its 
former Mayor and sent him on his way to Mex- 
ico with a gala parade than the storm broke. 
First, the Senate Crime Committee called 
O’Dwyer back. It asked him why he failed to 
get prosecution of Albert Anastasia, executioner 
of Murder, Inc., and why he visited the apart- 
ment of Frank Costello, gangland czar. 

Then a firemen’s union officer claimed he had 
given $10,000 in union funds to O’Dwyer and 
$55,000 to James J. Moran, whom O’Dwyer ap- 
pointed to a lifetime job before quitting as 
Mayor. Both denied the charge. Two months ago 
Moran was given a long prison term as the 
genius of a half-million-dollar-a-year shakedown. 

Next a New York county grand jury said 
O’Dwyer had known of police corruption but 
was “not interested” in cleaning it up. And 


_ finally Harry Gross, a Brooklyn bookie, testified 


he had paid a million a year for police protec- 
tion for the gambling racket. 

Ambassador O’Dwyer has been busy answer- 
ing the charges or denying them, at long-range 
from Mexico City. He is a popular envoy there. 
But a foreign capital is a poor place for a wit- 
ness stand when the questions involve New York: 

The A.D.A. has good reasons for asking the 
President to review O’Dwyer’s qualifications. So 
far Mr. Truman has seemed ‘to feel that 
O’Dwyer’s New York record has no bearing on 
his fitness as an envoy. If that were so, the 
American people would wonder just what does 
qualify a man to represent them abroad. 
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Salute at the Point 

This is the one hundred fiftieth anniversary 
of West Point, which stands in history for honor, 
loyalty and military leadership. And on this 
day, in the ranks of cadet gray, there will be 
some thought of Sylvanus Thayer. Other Amer- 
icans should know him too. 

It was Sylvanus Thayer who made “the Point” 
the kind of place it is.. In his new book, “Men 
of West Point,” Col. R. Ernest Dupuy (retired) 
tells the story. Thayer, class of 1808, was named 
superintendent by President Monroe. He planned 
the combination of military and academic train- 
ing, the application of learning to practical 
problems and the honor system which disciplined 
so many great Americans from Lee and earlier 
to Eisenhower and later. 

In 1802 the old fort on the Hudson promon- 
tory opened to 10 cadets. Now it is welcoming 
President Truman, Gen. Bradley and. others 
before ranks of 2500. Let the battalions snap to 
salute in memory of Svivanus Thayer. 
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Where “Economy” Is Out of Order 


The one foreign aid item which very, very few 
Americans would reduce is, in our opinion, the 
United States’ contribution to the United Nations 
International Children’s Emergency Fund. Sena- 
tor Wiley of Wisconsin calls it ‘the most import- 
ant single humanitarian and constructive work 
of our entire international program.” 

Since its establishment in 1947, UNICEF has 
helped more than 42,000,000 children and nurs- 
ing mothers in 66 countries. It has supplied 
food, clothing and medicine. It prevented the 
expected postwar epidemic of children’s diseases 
in Europe, and it has been fighting malaria, tu- 
berculosis, yaws and other scourges in Asia, Af- 
rica and Latin America. Just now it is providing 
milk for about 200,000 children in drought-strick- 
en northeast Brazil, not to mention its work for 
the victims of the Korean war. 

UNICEF is not a blind, emotional effort. It 
does not go where it is not wanted, and it re- 
quires governments to pay at least half the cost 
of any program undertaken for the benefit of 
their peoples. That is why UNICEF is not among 
the plague-sufferers of China or in other Com- 
munist-dominated countries. But outside the Red 
orbit, it is perhaps the best salesman in the 
world for international order as represented by 
the United Nations. People who may some day 
have to make a choice between the Red order 
and our order may well be swayed by what 
UNICEF did for their babies. 

It is understandable that the United States 
should have contributed $75,000,000 to the first 
three years of this effort. Then, however, Con- 
gress had an unexplained change of heart. The 
appropriation for the fiscal year ending in June 
1951, was cut from $12,000,000 to $5,700,000. And 
despite a recommendation of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, nothing has been voted so 
far for the fiscal years of 1952 and 1953. The 
latter, incidentally, is scheduled to be the last 
year of UNICEF’s activities. 

The Senate committee urges that the United 
States pay its current quota of $12,000,000 a 
year. Certain agreed discounts actually would 
bring our total contribution for the two years to 
only $20,962,000. Surely, Congress will not again 
hack this sum, let alone reject it altogether. 

The mere reminder of the humane purpose of 
this money and the caution with which it is dis- 
bursed ought to insure its appropriation. The 
taxpayer may welcome economies, but hardly at 
the expense of sick, destitute little children. 
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Radiating Confidence 

Senator Kefauver’s campaign for the Democra- 
tic presidential nomination has been marked by 
forthrightness. Obviously many primary voters 
found this refreshing. But there is one point in 
any campaign where any candidate is likely to 
be less than frank, including even Mr. Kefauver. 

On the television program, “Meet the Press,” 
the Senator gave straight answers to the most 
embarrassing questions. He stated his position 
again on civil rights and even said he had made 
a mistake in voting for a rule which makes fil- 
ibusters easier. But when he was asked about 
his own prospects, he said it never had occurred 
to him that he wouldn’t get the nomination. 

Now, ig it possible that Estes Kefauver never 
had one small suspicion, not even a sudden 
alarm ‘in the night, that his party might, just 


possibly, nominate somebody else? It seems un-— 


likely. But a political candidate is the opposite 
of the standard football coach, who never con- 
cedes that his team could defeat even the Ladies 
Aid Society. A candidate, in short, may be frank 
about everything under the sun except his own 
chances of victory. 

He is the people’s choice, he cannot deny 
it. And probably nobody would expect him to 
be that honest. |

Last year their poisonous attack on gov- 
ernment, “Washington Confidential,” was 
read by more Americans than any non-fic- 
tion’ book except “Look Younger. Live 
Longer” and “Betty Crocker’s Cook Book.” 


Their new work, “U.S.A. Confidential,” 
is now heading best- 
seller lists. 
Its slurs against 
Kefauver are being 
distributed in thous- 
ands of reprints by 
Gov. Warren’s forces 
in Florida. Its slan- 
ders against Michael 
DiSalle are _ being 
broadcast and spread 
through Ohio by his 
enemies in the Sen- 
ate race. 
Republicans every- 
where are preparing 
to use it as a major 
campaign document 
though it smears the best of them, such as 
Senator Margaret Chase Smith and Eis- 
enhower. And entertainers such as Kate 
Smith and Walter Winchell are bringing 
Lait and Mortimer to their huge audiences. 


These two men are hurting America as 
much as Joe McCarthy. McCarthy’s habitat 
is the cloakroom; theirs is the men’s room. 
But the audience of confused and gullible 
readers is the same, and so is the target— 
every spokesman for decency and reason. 


It's the Formula That Counts 


The “information” revealed by Lait and 
Mortimer is inaccurate on almost every 
score, But it isn’t the facts but the formula 
which counts. It began in “Washington Con- 
fidential.”’ 

There, while Lait and Mortimer still gave 
a feweprostitutes’ phone numbers and a 
list ofgplaces where one can make a bet or 
buy marijuana, the emphasis became po- 
litical, 

It progressed by identifying in one 
blurred mass “Negroes, Communists, So- 
cialists, traitors and New Dealers” to the 
final, predictable attack on the State De- 
partment, home of criminals, homosexuals 
and spies. 

This proved to be even better than the 
chop-licking descriptions of ‘‘bare babe” 
establishments or accounts of the under- 
world run by Sicilians with the aid of Ne- 
groes, Mexicans, Puerto Ricans and Jews. 
And in “U.S.A. Confidential” the formula 
is perfected. 


This, grimly and .monotonously present- 
ed, is their America, their political America 
in which homosexuals, prostitutes and Com- 
munists appear everywhere, but arm in arm 
with the Fair Dealers, liberal Republicans 
and “labor goons.” 

Sensation follows sensation in the space 
of a few pages; thus, we are told that via 
jazz music, “white girls are recruited for 
colored lovers” (page 37); that Lesbianism 
is encouraged by “Marxist teachings” and 
“the examples of women in high political 
and social places” (page 43): that the 
State Department still, ‘‘despite denials 
and purges is considerably more than 30 
per cent faggot,” (page 44), 


Homosexuality is the real thrill Lait and 
Mortimer have brought to Roosevelt-haters 
in the provinces; it leers from almost every 
page. Homosexuals exist, for these men, 
only for one reason: to be linked wherever 
possible to every reformer and intellectual 
in the country. 


We are told that “the entire nation js 
going queer,” that “Harvard is so gay you 
can hear the swish across the River 
Charles,” that “girl queers breed at Welles- 
ley”; that at Wisconsin the students alter- 
nate between homosexuality and getting 
up petitions against McCarthy. 


Negroes are violently attacked in both 
books; they are knee-deep in crime and 
leftist politics, selling out alternately to the 
Mafia and the New Deal. And “‘civil rights,” 
we are told, simply means that the New 
Dealers excuse Negroes from obeying the 
white man’s laws. 


Boosting the Sale of Filth 


We are told that Frank Costello's friends 
in New York are working to get Kefauver 
the presidency and that Rudolf Halley’s 
election in New York was “part of the 
greatest union-underworld political steal in 
the history of the country.” 


Gen. Marshall, according to Lait and 
Mortimer, “under the orders of a Red- 
dominated Administration, prolonged the 
war in the Pacific from April, when the 
Japanese were begging for peace, until 
August, 1945, to give Stalin time to come 
in and claim spoils in North China.” 


Eisenhower is also attacked; Columbia is 
“overboard with Reds and pinks,” which he 
left undisturbed. And of course there is the 
United Nations—‘‘loaded with spies, fairies, 
Lesbians and bright young men of the 
British Foreign Office,” more than half its 
staff being Communists or sympathizers.

And 
the real prejudices of its readers are 
brought out tellingly in one phrase of an 
attack on Adlai Stevenson: “Stevenson, 
like so many sons of prominent people is a 
thorough-going left-winger and visionary.” 

“Every city in America is in the grip of 
fiends.” This is the only possible conclu- 
sion to which any reader can come, if he 
takes Lait and Mortimer seriously. 

Surely, if this is accepted as true, only 
a mammoth Peekskill, a gigantic Cicero, 
can save and cleanse an America so rotten 
within, so threatened without. 


Only lynch law can save us. And if Lait 
and Mortimer cannot be held completely 
responsible, certainly they have contributed 
more to the spread of Fascist ideas than 
any other writers in our history.

Between Book Ends 


Sensitivity and Tree Talk 
FRIENDS AND VAGUE LOVERS, by Jack Dunphy. 

(Farrar, Straus & Young, Inc., 237 pqs., $3.) 

Sheridan, the precious young hero of 
this novel, describes his relationship with 
Haller as that of, “Friends and vague lov- 
ers, in the way that friends are often lov- 
ers, whereas lovers are seldom friends.” 
This book is about a great many friends 
and lovers and most of them are exceed- 
ingly vague. 

Its author has the rare gifts of sensitive 
imagination and perception, but sensitivity 
is not enqugh to breathe life into a situa- 
tion of hollow unreality. This particular 
situation or plot, if the author’s finely 
etched line could be called that, begins 
with a Mrs. Markham, a woman who “had 
not thought much of any man until she 
had given birth to one,” and after that, 
had built her life-around him. What she 
had wanted most for her son was that 
nothing should happen to him, But some- 
thing had. The “sputtering candle of 
flame” of his career as an artist was 
snuffed out by suicide. 

On the Mediterranean island to which 
she had come in search of nothingness, 
she meets her son’s lover, falls in love 
with him, and fails at her seduction of 
him. This slight narrative continuity, how- 
ever, is only hinted at, between large 
blocks of formidable prose, such as: 


“Who were they? Were they really? Who 
sat in white together on the moon-round 
stools gaily refusing the fact that consuinp- 
tion—It must have been—it was, and not 
a cough, a tickle, a fine how do you do, 
Jim Sheridan, when you won’t even take 
what the doctor. . . . Where was it? I?” 

And, one of the young men in describ- 
ing a memorable street scene: “Don’t you 
see that she was bleéding to death with 
her hat on, and holding her pocketbook 
with the law standing beside her? Don’t 
you see everybody was involved? Don't 
you feel that it was America?” 

At still another point, a young man 
named Crystal observes, “I feel that we’re 
talking; that none of us has stopped talk- 
ing for weeks.” 

Which is much the way the reader feels, 
too. CLARISSA START. 


Mexican Renatssance 


45 CONTEMPORARY MEXICAN ARTISTS: A 20TH 
CENTURY RENAISSANCE, by Virginia Stewart (Stan- 
ford University Press, 178 pqs., full celor and papers 
1SS illustrations, $10.) 

The political revolution in Mexico which 
overthrew the regime of Porfirio Diaz had 
nothing to do with art but out of it grew 
the great Mexican renaissance, undoubtedly 
the greatest rebirth of a national art heri- 
tage this hemisphere has known, certainly 
in our time. 

Virginia Stewart. realizing the impor- 
tance of recording the stories of the artists 
who participated in the movement while 
they were still alive, approached her task 
with sympathy, enthusiasm and human un- 
derstanding. Some of the great leaders 
have already passed into eternity, but for- 
tunately not before Miss Stewart had gath- 
ered her material. 

Not all of the artists included in the 45 
are well known, even in Mexico, and the 
length of the biographies is not meant to 
be a measure of worth or ability. All were 
and are part of the revival of the nation’s 
ancient arts and crafts which still con- 
tinues. Each biography is accompanied by 
an interesting informal photograph, which 
with the text and reproductions of work 
brings the reader into an intimate and un- 
derstanding relationship with each artist. 

The general design and arrangement of 
the book, with its sepia colored chapter 
heads and decorations, suggest the same 
labor of love Miss Stewart brought to her 
task, and altogether it is a fitting tribute 
to Mexico’s contribution to the culture of 
our time.

Under the rules of the Mis- 
souri Commission a TKO calls 
for an automatic layoff of six 
weeks on the part of the boxer 
stopped. 


And, the layoff in Missouri 
applies in other states of the 
National Boxing Association, 
including Illinois. 


Spunt said he told the IIli- 
nois Commission that the cut 
which Mieszala suffered had 
healed within five days and 
the Illinois Commission prom- 
ised to investigate. A letter was 
written to Charles Orchard, 
chairman of the Missouri Com- 
missjon, and he replied, giving 
full details. Orchard has since 
heard nothing. 


“We would be glad to co-op- 
erate with other commissions” 
said Orchard, “if upon investi- 
gation by physicians on their 
staffs they are satisfied that a 
boxer has recovered sufficient- 
ly to resume boxing, we would 
go along with that finding and 
lift the ban against him. 

“But so far as Mieszala is 
concerned we had no reply to 
our letter and no request from 
the Illinois Commission that 
we reinstate him. 

“Boxers aud their managers, 
we sometimes feel. do not real- 
ize the seriousness of a cut. He 
might resume boxing too quick- 
ly and suffer a far more seri- 
ous injury. So we decided on a 
six weeks layoff for a boxer who 
was stopped for any reason and 
the same length of time for a 
boxer knocked. out. As I said, 
however, upon a Satisfactory 
showing that a boxer who had 
been stopped because of a cut 
had recovered sufficiently to 
resume work we would co-oper- 


ate.”

JEFFERSON CITY, May 20— 
A legislative act exempting Mis- 
souri radio and television stations 
from liability for dameges for de- 
famatory statements in uncensored 
political speeches broadcast over 
their facilities was signed late 
yesterday by Gov. Forrest Smith, 
who had planned to veto it. 

Smith disclosed he had pre- 
pared a message vetoing the bill, 
then changed his mind after dis- 
cussing the act with representa- 
tives of Missouri stations, and 
inquiry into Federal Communica- 
tions Commission rulings con- 
cerning radio time for political 
speakers, which bar station cen- 
sorship of such speeches. 

Passage of the act, sponsored 
by Senator Richard J. Chamier 
of Moberly, Senate Democratic 
majority leader, was sought by 
operators of radio and television 
stations in the state. 

Under the FCC law, and rul- 
ings of the Commission, a statidn 
which broadcasts a speech for 
one political candidate must pro- 
vide equal time for all other) 
candidates for the same office, 
upon request. The station is bar- 
red from censoring such speeches. 

The act, which carries an emer- 
gency clause making it effective 
when signed, provides that the 
owner, licensee or operator of a 
radio or television station “shall 
not be liable for any damages 
for any defamatory statement 
uttered over the facilities of such 
' station or network, by or on be- 
half of any candidate for public 
office, where such statement is 
not subject to censorship or con- 
trol by reason of any federal 
statute.or any ruling or order of 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission made pursuant thereto.” 

Gov. Smith said he had planned 
to veto the bill at first because 
he thought it would encourage 
“character assassinations.” 

He expressed an opinion that 
other present laws would protect 
such stations from damage claims. 

Passage of the bill was sought 
in part as the result of protests 
against radio and television 
speeches in the 1950 campaign by 
candidates of the Christian Na- 
tional party, a so-called “hate” 
Zroup operating in Missouri as a 
minority political party. 


ELECTION TO DELAY 
BEGINNING OF U.N. 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., May 
20 (AP)—The United Nations will 
open its seventh General Assem- 
bly a month late, around Oct. 21, 
to escape most of the heat of the 
United States presidential elec- 
tion. 

This was disclosed yesterday by 
well-informed sources. General 
debate, in which each country 
outlines its position on current 
issues, would be deferred until 
after the election Nov. 4. Rou- 
tine matters would be handled be- 
tween the opening date and the 
election. Delegates fear some re- 
mark they might make would be 
interpreted as interfering in the 
elections. 


LUXEMBOURG LIKES IKE, ALSO

DISMISSAL OF SUIT OVER 


WATER HEATERS ORDERED 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals 


today remanded for dismissal a 
suit by the Contracting Plumb- 
ers Association against the City 
of St. Louis, seeking a declara- 


tory ruling that hot water heaters 
can be installed only by regis- 
tered plumbers. 

A circuit court decision upheld 
the association’s contention and 
decided against Building Com- 
missioner A. H. Baum, who held 
that a hot water heater is a 
fuel-burning device and may be 
installed by workmen other than 
registered plumbers. 

In its decision on the city’s 
appeal, the appellate court did 
not go into the merits of the 
dispute, ruling merely that the 
association is not the real party 
of interest and is not entitled to 
relief through a _ declaratory 
judgment. The suit filed in 1949, 
was sent back to circuit court, 
where it will be dismissed.

WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP)—

Senators Bridges (Rep.) New 
Hampshire and Capehart (Rep.), 
Indiana joined the chorus of 


tioning the accuracy of state- 
ments Truman made in a political 
speech before the Americans for 
Democratic action Saturday 
night. : 

Bridges, the Republican leader, 
said in a prepared Senate ad- 
dress that Truman’s pronounce- 
ments are “losing their ring of 
truth.” 

Capehart accused the President 
of “a malicious untruth” in tell- 
ing the A.D.A., self-styled liberal 
organization, that the Republican 
party wants to turn the country 
over to big business. 

Challenged on Tidelands. 
Senator Johnson (Dem.), Texas, 
facts in asserting that a bill 
passed by Congress to give the 
states title to the oil-rich sub- 
merged lands off their coasts is 
like “robbery in broad daylight.” 

“The President’s statement on 
robbery is no more accurate than 
his statement on ownership of 
the submerged lands.” Johnson 
declared.

“If the bill is vetoed, I will 
vote to override the veto,” Mc- 
Carran said. — 

Support for the advocates of 
state ownership of the oil lands 
came today from the American 
Bar Association. Its board of 
governors adopted a_ resolution 
calling on congress to override 
a veto. 


| Welker Charges Falsehood. 


| Democratic criticism of Tru- 
'man’s veracity was more than 
| matched by Senator Welker 
(Rep.), Idaho. Welker accused the 
President of making an “utter 
falsehood” in naming him as one 
of a group of Senate Republican 
members who criticized Senator 
Wiley (Rep.), Wisconsin, for de- 
fending some Administration for- 
eign policy decisions. 

‘The President named Welker, 
Bridges and five other Senators 
as having joined in sneering and 
jeering at Wiley. 

“If the President had used 
half-common sense or his ghost 
writers had checked the Congres- 
sional Record, they would have 
found I did not take part,” Wel- 
ker declared. 

Welker said he had written 
Truman demanding a retraction 
and was going to answer “when- 
ever the President of the United 
States stoops so low as to use my 
name in uttter falsehood.” | 

Bridges, asserting Truman 
made a reckless speech, said that, 
in naming him as one of those 
who discussed Wiley’s views: 

“He (Truman) tried to make 
the country believe that I am an 
isolationist when, if he had just 
refreshed “his memory with a 
glance at my voting record, he 
would never have made such a 
ridiculous statement.” 

Political, Capehart Says. 


Capehart said Truman’s charge 
that the Republicans are linked 
with big business was political. 

“The truth is, no administra- 
tion under. any party has so 
aligned itself with big business 
as that of Harry S. Truman and 
his Democratic machine.” Cape- 
hart said. 

The Indiana Senator listed 131 
persons who he said had big busi- 
ness ties and who had been con- 
nected with the Roosevelt and 
Truman Administrations in some 
capacity. 

Several on the list, which is 
headed by Secretary of State 
Acheson, are Republicans. Some 
have died and others retired from 
Government long before Truman 
became President. 

Noting that Truman had praised 
w. Averell Harriman, the Mu- 
tual Security Administrator who 
is seeking the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination, Capehart said 
Harriman is “a wealthy man and 
a member of the Wall Street 
clique that the President con- 
stantly berates in his politically 
inspired attacks.”

Humble people are happy people, unconcerned and free, 
with the peculiar lightness of the unfettered spirit that drags 
no ball and chain of self-importance. “Blessed are the poor 
In spirit, for theirs is the kingdom of heaven.” If you have 
the good fortune to know a few people who are really humble, 
you can see for yourself that the kingdom of heaven is even 
now theirs. They are the only people who have complete 
peace of mind; dhey are invulnerable and gay. 
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ON THE OTHER HAND, you can also see for yourself 
that the arrogant and proud are never happy. They have to 
exact so much homage to feed their insatiable tapeworm, 
they are so sensitive to any defection, that they stew in an 
nner hell of insecurity. It is the old story of Haman in the 
Book of Esther: He was honored by king and courtiers, and 
bll the people of the city bowed to the ground as he passed, 
gave one solitary and alien Jew of no importance, but that 
pne erect Jew could wreck Haaman’s day.

It is a pressure saucepan suit- 
able for cooking vegetables, stews 
and even a meat cut as large 
as a tongue or a piece of corned 
beef. Most of these cookers are 
made of aluminum, although 
there are others such as one of 
copper-clad stainless steel, and 
one of steel finished with enamel. 
The recipes printed today are two 
that Myrtice Boyd has found par- 
ticularly useful. 


Leftover Meat Loaf. 


Two-third cup ground lunch 
meat; one and one-third cups 
ground beef or lamb; one cup 
crumbled bread crumbs; two eggs 
beaten; one cup milk; one-half 
teaspoon pepper; salt; one-fourth 
cup brown sugar; one tablespoon 
dry mustard; one tablespoon 
minced celery; one-fourth cup 
vinegar. 

Combine meat, crumbs, eggs, 
milk, pepper and salt to’ taste. 
Form into loaf. Mix remaining 
ingredients and spread over loaf. 
Place loaf on rack in pressure 
cooker. Add one-fourth cup boil- 
ing water and seal. Cook 20 min- 
utes at 10 pounds pressure and 
serve with horse-radish sauce. 


Stuffed Pork Chops, 


Eight third end pork chops; 
one medium-sized onion, chopped; 
two tablespoons chopped parsley; 
two tablespoons chopped celery; 
two tablespoons margariné; one- 
half teaspoon salt; one-half tea- 
spoon pepper; two cups soft bread 
crumbs; one-third cup evaporated 
milk. 

Cut bone from chops and 
pound. Cook onion, parsley and 
celery in margarine. Add season- 
ing and mix with crumbs and 
milk. Put stuffing on each chop 
arid roll in flour. Roll and tie 
with string. Brown in bottom of 
pressure cooker in fat. Add one- 
third cup water to fat in bottom. 
When broiling, add chops. Seal. 
Cook 25 minutes at 10 pounds 
pressure. 

Note: Veal may be done the 
same way, but cook 20 minutes. 
Cool by letting water run over 
top.

TO PRODUCE SOUND your 
voice has vibrators or _ vocal 
bands, commonly called “chords”; 
it uses breath as an energizer. 
This breath is passed through 
cavities in the head which act 
as resonators. 

Breath from your lungs travels 
upward past the vocal bands caus- 
ing them to vibrate and produce 
sound. The sound varies in vol- 
ume and pitch according to the 
force of the breath and the length, 
thickness and tautness of your 
vocal bands, 

Then, this sound is further con- 
ditioned as it passes from your 
throat and strikes and bounces 
off the surfaces of your head 
cavities. It is the size and shape 
of these cavities that determines 
the resonance and velvety quality 
of your voice. 

That may sound as though you 
have little control over your voice. 


Actually you have a great deal— 
if you understand and are willing 
to exercise control. 

* Let’s just consider your vocal 
bands, for instance. They are a 
pair of ligaments varying from 
three-quarters to one inch in 


length and stretching across th 
pharnyx section of your throat || 


from front to back. Touch your 
Adam's apple—that’s about where 
these bands are located. 

Whenever these bands are taut, 
the pitch of your voice will rise. 
When they are loosened or slack, 
the pitch lowers. Therefore, as 
you can easily see, if you desire 
a rich, low voice you must learn 
to keep them relaxed. 
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YOU CAN TEACH your vocal 
chords relaxation through the 
simplest routine, if you will prac- 
tice 10 minutes daily. Place your 
fingers on your Adam’s apple and 
say “huh, huh, huh” on different 
levels of pitch. Note at which 
level you feel the most vibration. 
Yawn and relax and repeat, Read 
this paragraph aloud at the level 
where you feel the maximum vi- 
bration.

Collecting Old Postcards as a Hobby 


National Association Now Has About 4000 Members; High Dollar Value Put on Some Rare Cards

LOS ANGELES, May 20. 

OSTCARDS that 30 years ago 
P soi for pennies today are 

worth hundreds of dollars to 
collectors engaged in a hobby 
rapidly assuming the proportions 
of philately—stamp collecting, to 
the uninitiate. One particular 
postcard, published about 45 years 
ago, is valued by the research di- 
rector of the Postcard Collectors’ 
Club of America at $1000—if one 
of them can be found. 

This national organization, 
founded in Kansas City, Mo., in 
1934 and now headquartered in 
Los Angeles, is primarily respon- 
sible for the resurgence of pic- 
ture postcard collecting. It now 
numbers about 4000 members and 
is growing steadily. 

Postcard collecting was popular 
around the turn of the century, 
but interest dwindled in the early 
twenties. At that time it was more 
of a fad—a craze—than a hobby. 
The cards were prized for their 
beauty and their novelty, rather 
than for their rarity and conse- 
quent value. 


Al Wood, an employe of the 
Kansas City bureau of water and 
power, became interested in post- 
cards and more for his own pleas- 
ure than anything else formed 
the Postcard Collectors’ Club of 
America. He headed it until 1946, 
when he turned the organization 
over to two paraplegic war vet- 
erans, Ray Mitchell and Bob 
Miller. 


Confined to wheelchairs, the 
two young men were in Kansas 
City taking treatments for their 
injuries. Through their efforts, 
many patients in veterans hos- 
pitals took up the hobby, ideally 
suited to bedridden or handi- 
capped persons. 

A year later Mitchell and Miller 
left Kansas City and found them- 
selves unable to continue their 
club work. They turned its opera- 
tion over to Bob Hendricks of 
Los Angeles, who has headed it 
ever since. Hendricks is a long- 
time collector who once had more 
than 100,000 postcards but win- 


nowed them down to a modest 


5000 of select quality. 
Many devotees of the hobby 


number their collections in the: 


thousands. Mrs. Jeanne Heider, 
wife of a Chicago plumbing engi- 
neer, is known as the ‘Postcard 
Queen.” Virtually a shut-in be- 
cause of illness, she has 1,000,000 
postcards in her collection, the 
value of which is estimated at 
“something over $10,000.” 

Mrs. Heider has a “postcard 
room” in her home, which in- 
cludes a sort of venetian blind 
made of transparent cards. She 
can tilt the blind to the sunlight 
and view the hidden pictures in 
the transparencies. 

The hobby is not regional, says 
Hendricks, but flourishes most in 
the heavily-populated centers of 


the East, Midwest and West. The 
limitless variety of postcards, an- 
cient and new, gives collectors an 
extremely wide field of selection 
and the opportunity for special- 
ization in almost any subject. 

Hendricks has a file of 300 sub- 
jects and that doesn’t nearly 
cover the available headings. Typ- 
ical subjects are college girls, 
cemeteries, capitols, band stands, 
depots, forts, fairs, fountains* ho- 
tels, lakes, lighthouses, mountains, 
monuments, parades, parks, rivers, 
pestaurants, trains, towers, trees, 
waterfalls. 

“That’s one of the advantages 
of collecting postcards,” says 
Hendricks. “There is hardly a 
subject, a famous person, a his- 
torical event, a landmark—hardly 
anything at all that at one time 
hasn't been depicted on a post- 
card. And I don’t think you can 
collect anything except perhaps 
butterflies that are more colorful.” 

A look at some of the unusual 
cards in the collections of club 
members is proof enough of this. 
Some of the most unusual are the 
fancy-frilled celluloid numbers 
which apparently were quite the 
thing during the early boom when 


‘manufacturers were forced to out- 


landish innovations to meet rising 
competition. 

Beribboned and embossed, they 
sometimes hung in sections, like 
a general’s medals. Some of them 
had tiny mirrors or photographs 
attached and were fringed with 
lace and perfumed. These were 
sent through the mails until the 
Post Office in 1915 decreed that 
postcards must be flat to be 
mailed. 
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ARLY cards were appliqued 

with such materials as fishes’ 

fins formed in delicate flow- 
ers, human hair for the tresses of 
girls pictured on them, rose petals 
and tapestry. They had date 
books, perfume atomizers, fans 
and even handkerchiefs attached 
to them. 

One bore the likeness of a Gib- 
son Girl’s stockinged leg, which 
was padded to be used as a pin 
cushion. Some were made of 
aluminum (a novelty then), birch- 
bark, wood, bamboo, felt and 
leather. One company published 
a postcard with embroidered satin 
centers to be cut out and sewn 
together for lampshades or pillow 
cases. 

Unusual were the “hold to the 
light” cards. One, viewed ordi- 
narily, showed a girl sitting wist- 
fully on a park bench. But put 
the card to a light and a man ap- 
peared beside her, traced in 
opaque lines. One so-called “me- 
chanical” card became a card- 
board Christmas tree when a 
small tab was pulled. The tree 
was festooned with tiny wax can- 
dles that could be lighted for an 
instant. 

The “proposal card,” circa 1904,

was a killer. Instead of a pic- 
ture, it bore clipped to its face a 
brass imitation wedding ring over 
which was the message: “A gentle 
reminder—anything doing?” 
Very popular during that peri- 
od, too, were the sweetheart cards 
with which a swain could pitch 
his woo by mail and get an idea 
of his standing with his girl. Sev- 
eral different colored tiny ribbon 
bows were attached to the face, 
with a poem for each: 
“If to me you will be true, 
send me back by bow of blue.” 
“If of me you sometimes think, 
send me back my bow of pink.” 
“If with me you would unite, 
send. me back my bow of white.” 
“If for me your love is dead, 
send me back my bow of red.” 
And finally: 
“If you belong to another fel- 
low, send me back my bow of 
yellow.”

MONG the novelty cards were 
A “extensions,” sections of 
which could be pulled out 
from the normal postcard size to 
make a greeting two feet long. 
Another gimmicx was the sec- 
tional, or puzzle, card. A picture 
of a four-foot alligator, for in- 
stance, would be sent a friend 
bit by bit, a portion of the alli- 
gator on several cards mailed on 
succeeding days. Some sectional 
cards could be assembled into 
maps or portraits. 


W.  Bourcy-Beckley, who has 
written a handbook for collectors 
and heads the national organiza- 
tion’s research committee, has 
two cards in his collection he 
values at $300 each. One was pub- 
lished by V. O. Hammon of Min- 
neapolis, in 1905, the other by 
International Publishing Co. 

The highest value placed on 
any postcard to date is $1000. 
Bourcy-Beckley says that the 
No. 1 card published by Hugh 
C. Leighton of Portland, Me., be- 
tween 1900 and 1905 would be 
worth that much to a collector. 
None has been found so far. But 
Bourcy-Beckley is reasonably con- 
fident that a Leighton No. 1 lies 
forgotten and dusty somewhere 
in the bottom of a family trunk, 

“It’s difficult to set values on 
these things,” he says, “because 
just as sure as you do up will 
pop a whole bunch of them and 
set the values tumbling. All we 
can do is. base estimates on the 
apparent rarity, because that’s 
what counts.” 

Bourcy-Beckley has good rea- 
son to be chary. A Navy veteran 
whose wounds set him looking for 
a hobby he could pursue without 
expending too much energy, he 
spent some time during his re- 
cuperative period tending a book 
store for a friend. Periodically 
people Would come into the store 
asking for old postcards. Now 
and then the owner would find 
a few albums of cards included 
in a library which he had pur- 
chased for resale. They were sold 
for $1 each, regardless of con- 
tent. 

“We must have sold $10,000 
worth of valuable old cards that 
way,” Bourcy-Beckley recalls. 

One of the reasons postcard 
collecting has been such a quiet 
hobby is the disinclination of its 
fanciers to talk much_ publicly 
about their treasures. By not 
making a fuss about it, the col- 
lectors were able to get many a

prize item for virtually nothing 
from people who had not the 
remotest idea that the old cards 
they disposed of had any more 
than curiosity value. 


His interest piqued, Bourcy- 
Beckley undertook some research. 
He learned that the _ postcard, 
forerunner of regular government 
mail service, derives from the 
baronial message systems of Hun- 
gary and Central Europe. 


During the Dark Ages, mes- 
sages were exchanged by families 
through military couriers who 
traveled from one military post 
to another, relaying sheets of 
folded paper on which the greet- 
ings were written. It was not 
until the middle of the last cen- 
tury, however, that the postcard 
evolved as we know it now. 


Business firms began sending 
advertising cards through the mail 
and from them came the picture 
postcard. Preferential rates were 
granted for postcards by Congress 
in 1898. Messages then could be 
written only on the face of the 
card, the back being solely for 
the address. 

This is important to collectors 
because until 1907, when the law 
was amended to allow messages 
on the back, postcards were not 
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divided by a line on the back. 
This is indicative of the publica- 
tion period. 


Most of the very early post- 
cards were imported from Eu- 
rope. As their popularity grew, 
says Bourcy-Beckley, the imports 
increased until at one time prior 
to an embargo established in 1904 
the United States had imported 
15,000,000,000. 
* * * 
HE fad developed steadily in 
T the first years of the twentieth 
century, finally reaching the 
point between 1910 and 1914 
where some 10,000 manufacturers 
were producing 30,000,000 cards 
a month, It was a prosperous pe- 
riod for artists, whose services 
were in great demand. 

At one time, according to 
Bourcy-Beckley, an international 
postcard club had 3,000,000 mem- 
bers throughout the world. 

Incidentally, the recent raise 
from one to two cents postage for 
cards is old stuff to those up on 
postcard history. The same thing 


happened as early as 1879. The. 


price returned to one cent after 
a short period, but was raised and 
lowered again in 1897, 1898, 1911, 
1917, 1920 and 1924.
